General Remarks 


In looking back over the past year’s work in our schools we 
find much to encourage us. While there have been many things 
far from satisfactory, yet we feel that, taken as a whole, we 
never have hada more successful year’s work. Isn’t this true? 
We have had thirty weeks of schooling in the four divisions of 
the town. The percentage of attendance, as shown in statisti- 
cal table on previous page, has been remarkably high in three 
of the schools and fair in the other, showing a good degree of 
interest on the part of pupils and parents. The teachers in 
every school throughout the year have been well prepared for 
teaching either by experience or preparation in normal schools. 
New methods of teaching arithmetic, and geography and history 
taught by topic, have been some of the improvements intro- 
~ duced into all the schools. We know from personal observa- 
tion that there has been good progress made. 

Last fall we started a ‘‘course of study” that the schools 
might become somewhat graded. It does away with so many 
classes, which has always been the curse of country schools, 
because a teacher has not time to do justice toso many. If 
the plan is only carried out for a few years we think it will 
prove a long step in the right direction. Then if the public ex- 
amination once or twice a year of all schools combined is con- 
tinued it must be a stimulus for both teachers and scholars. A 
good-natured rivalry isa good thing. The one we had last fall 
was very successful and a good degree of interest was shown 
by all. 

There are always a certain few who would find fault anyway, 
even if the president of Dartmouth college should be teacher. 
They would still think they knew more about teaching than 
even he did. It would not make so much difference if they 
would talk over their grievances only among older people; but 
they talk before their children and that brings the trouble into 
school and no teacher can do their best under such circum- 
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stances. A little child has implicit confidence in its parents 
and their opinions, and would have, generally, in its teacher 
also if no one influenced it otherwise ; but when parents are al- 
ways finding fault about this, that and the other thing the child 
almost unconsciously takes the same idea and begins to doubt 
its teacher and then will not do half as good work in school. 
It seems as if many parents take exactly the wrong stand, not 
only for the good of the school and town but for their own and 
their children’s good also. The school board looks over the 
schools and scholars in town and honestly tries to hire the best 
teachers possible and to do what seems best for all. A good 
teacher works on the same line in each school—tries to do what 
is right and best for each and every one. But too many times 
the parents stand off and criticise, very often without a visit 
to the schoolroom, and do not try to help along the good cause 
but endeavor to make it appear that they and their children are 
abused. They will listen to and believe and circulate a child’s 
verdict of a teacher and school when they wouldn’t think they 
could tell a good horse from a bad one or trust them to select 
a print dress. <A child can only see things from a child’s stand- 
point. 

The only way to judge a school is to visit it often through 
the year, talk with the teacher about the work, and perhaps 
get a general idea from what all the children say. If all par- 
ents will do this and then try to help by working with the teach- 
ers and school board instead of on a tangent by themselves we 
might see all the schools in Lempster as harmonious and suc- 
cessful as two, at least, already are.. 

We think there is a misunderstanding on the part of many as 
to the obligation of the school board to convey children. We 
will quote every word that can be found in the New Hampshire 
laws about the matter. Chap. 92, sec. 1, reads as follows: 

‘* The school board of every district shall provide schools at 
such places within the district and at such times in each year as 
will best subserve the interests of education, and will give to 
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all scholars of the district as nearly equal advantages as may 
be practicable. They may use a portion of the school money, 
not exceeding twenty-five per cent, for the purpose of convey- 
ing scholars to and from the schools.” 

We have changed Greenleaf’s ‘‘ Complete” aritmetic for 
Wentworth’s Practical. New grammars are badly needed and 
ought to be procured this coming vear. 

We now have new desks in all the schoolhouses used in town. 
We were again obliged to exceed the appropriation for desks 
as there had been a rise in the price since last year.
